Two .Democratic members: of: the 





committee, at the instance of ‘the 
publicity bureau. of their party’s na- 
tional organization, came. out in, spir- 
ited statements which accused their 
Republican: associatés of ‘juggling 
tariff-rates.in a: way. to. deceive the 
uninitiated-—that is,,the people gen- 
erally—and: manipulating the sugar 
schedule so as. to increas¢, consid- 
erably the’burden of living to ‘the 
American family. 

Thesé statemerits are symptomatic 
of the assault to which ‘thé’ Finance 
Corhmittee’s’ tatiff revisién. ‘is ito’ be 
subjected by Democrats ‘and’ insur- 
gent Republicans when it comes be- 
fore. the. Senate.

Finance Committee - ‘tomorrow 
when the Senate reconvenes at noon’ 
e its extra session activities, 
interrupted by. the recess. taken: in 
June for the double purpose 6f per- 
mitting “an escape from Washing!

Democrats Get Rates for Study. 

THe bill as so far finished will not. 
be: introduced, . however, until. the 
Dethocratic members of the Finatice 
Committee have had ample opportu. 
hity. to examine. the, revision made 
by.théir Republican associates: - A 
gentlemen’s agreement exists that 
the Senate shall transact no business 
until Sept. 4; two days after‘Labor 
Day, when, according to expectation, 
the completed revision. will be laid 
formally before ,the Senate. 

On the eve of the. tariff battle some

simistic over the outcome. They are 
convinced that a: formidable combi- 
nation of “Democrats and insurgen!

The Federal census of religious 
bodies in the United. States, made

NEW KINDS OF STREETS. . 

The Regional Pian ‘Committee's 
plea for assorted streets strikes a 
modern note. There is no feature of 
American cities, subject to a.more 
hidebound tradition than the street 
plan.

Riilroad Robberies Drop 93% 
In Fen Years, Report Shows 


Despite the general increase in 
crime, railroad robberies have de- 
creased 93 per cent in ten years, 
according to a special report com- 
piled by Bruce. Stout, chief of 

‘ police of ‘the ‘Central ‘Railroad of 
New Jersey, and made public yes- 
terday. 

The analysis was based on fig- 
ures - obtained from the Amer- 
ican Railway Association, which 
showed that losses to railroads by 
robberies decreased steadily from 
$12,726,947 hse 1920 to 29 aad in 
1928. 

“qidibétlohs point to an even 
greater réduction in 1929,’ “Mr. 
Stout said, ‘‘the first quarter of 
this year showing a saving of 
$66,228 over the-same period in 
1928... On the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey there has not been a 
serious robbery for more than a 
year and the company decreased 
its losses $40,911 during 1928 as 
compared with 1927.’’

Those who practice righteousness 
in the puritanical way were de- 
nounced as modern-day Pharisees by 
the Right Rev. Irving Peake John- 
gon, Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
Colorado, in a sermon yesterday 
morning in the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine. Bishop Johnson asserted 
‘hat America was being ruled by men 
ond-women of this type, adding that 
the Puritan’ creed of Christian living 
was inimical to the true spirit of the 
teaching of Christ... 

“The term ‘Pharisees,’ ’’ said Bishop 
Johnson, “has ceased to connote 
merely a particular kind of, sect 
among the Jews. It stands for @ cer- 
tain type of religious expression that 
ig not confined to any one time or 
people, Té is an intensely religious 
type. ‘The: ‘Pharisees . were meticu- 
lously religious, supremely self-satis- 
fied and censorious of every one else. 
They kept very much to themselves, 
had no dealings with Samaritans, no 
patience for sinners and no use for 
publicans, 

**I do not believe that a religion has 
ever existed which did not producé a 
large crop of Pharisees who domi- 
nated the particular sect which they 
patronized, They are the ‘active par- 
tisans ‘in every kingdom, ‘infallibly 
certain that they and they alone in- 
terpret the mind of God, and ‘they 
are easily angéred and upset by any 
fundantental differences which con- 
front..them...They fit. into .our. own 
political and religious scheme most 
readily and have dominated Ameri- 
can ‘life for many generations. 

“There et no: essential difference. 
between the _ words ‘Puritan’, and’ 
‘Pharisee.' They mean, the samé 
thing etymologically and have stood 
for the same kind of thing histori- 
cally.

What the people of the world need 
most is poise, not pose, the Right 
Rev. Ernest Vs Shayler, Bishop of 
Nebraska, declared yesterday morn- 
ing at St. Thomas’s Episcopal Church, 
Fifth Avenue at Fifty-third Street. 
Speaking on “How the Powerless 
People of the World Can Become 
Powerful Christians,’’ Bishop Shayler 
lamented a condition which he said 
allowed the habits of persons to: be- 
come encased in artificiality, in which 
fear breaks down faith. 

“With artificiality we often make a 
better appearance to men and women 
than we would if we didn’t have it,’’ 
he said. “Most of us like to pose, 
but have we poise? How many per- 
sons can go through a despairing ex- 
perience, be present when death 
comes and still remain serene? It 
takes poise. Faith upholds, sustains 
ahd maintains poise.” 

Bishop Shayler described fear as 
something which takes hold of an 
individual and dogs his footsteps 
wherever he turns unless he can dis- 
pose of it by faith. He said faith 
ultimately leads to power. He de- 
fined pose as a paralytic state of the 
‘will. 

‘When Adam and Eve lost their 
poise they had to pose in the Garden 
of Eden,’’ he declared. ‘They were 
afraid when they heard God walking 
through the Garden. Fear followed 
them and drove them out of the Gar- 
den of ‘Eden. It will paralyze your 
will every .time.’*.

He stated 
that there was a favorable trade bal- 
ance with the, United Kingdom in 
1928 of $499,000,000, which sum, ‘‘is 
incfeased about one-seventh by re- 
finements eliminating re-exports and 
including | indirect trade in domestic 
products.” 

“Bach year the United Kingdom 
collects, in the form of American 
merchandise, about $500,000,000 of 
revenues from its overseas invest- 
ments and its merchant marine,’’ 
said Mr. Hall. ‘‘To some extent: our 
export trade thus depends upon the 

rosperity of British shipping and 

ri foreign investmen spec- 
tacular instance of interdependence 
in the family of nations.’’
